A  Celebration 
Of  Education 


On  March  2nd,  1887,  one  hundred  years  ago, 
a  Benedictine  monk  taught  a  class  to  two  young 
men  in  Chicago's  Pilsen  Neighborhood.  That 
simple  incident  marked  the  beginning  of  Saint 
Procopius  College. 

St.  Benedict,  after  whom  the  Benedictine  or- 
der was  named,  is  acknowledged  as  the  father  of 
western  monasticism.  Throughout  the  "Dark 
Ages",  Benedictine  monasteries  expanded  all 
over  Europe,  preserving  ancient  learning  and 
providing  educational  opportunities  for  the  peo- 
ple of  their  areas. 

In  keeping  with  the  tradition  of  high  aca- 
demic standards,  the  Benedictines  of  St.  Procopi- 
us Abbey  founded  the  college  in  Chicago,  secur- 
ing its  charter  from  the  state  of  Illinois  in  1890 
and  has  since  been  relocated  to  Lisle  in  DuPage 
county  and  renamed  Illinois  Benedictine  Col- 
lege. IBC  aims  to  provide  students  with  an  edu- 
cation that  provides  both  knowledge  and  under- 
standing. Today  IBC  has  29  undergraduate  ma- 
jors and  7  graduate  programs  and  a  management 
institute;  it  is  indeed  helping  to  shape  futures 
through  education. 


The  Centennial  Mass  brought  many  of  us  together 
for  a  moment  of  reflection  and  thanks. 
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Lines  were  formed  and  conversations  were  struck  while 
trying  to  "fill-up".

The  Centennial  Dinner 
was  a  great  way  to  start  off  this  anniversary  celebra- 
tion; however  the  official  start  of  the  fourteen 
month  anniversary  celebration  began  March  2,  1987 
with  the  balloon  launch. 

A 
great  deal  of  time  and  effort  went  into  the  planning 
of  the  launch;  the  launch  entailed  one  hundred  IBC 
students  to  launch  two  hundred  balloons  simulta- 
neously with  a  banner  carrying  airplane  passing 
overhead  as  the  school's  photographers  snapped 
photographs  and  the  IBC  pep  band  played.

A  light,  chilling  mist  filled  the  air  on  October  24 
as  coordinators  hurriedly  made  last  minute  changes 
to  move  the  ground  breaking  ceremonies  for  the 
Krasa  Student  Center  indoors. 

At  2:00  p.m.,  a  large  crowd  of  students,  faculty, 
administration  and  other  assorted  personnel  of  the 
IBC  community  had  assembled  to  show  their  IBC 
spirit.  A  performance  by  IBC's  own  Jazz  combo 
proceeded  the  speeches  by  distinguished  guests  in- 
cluding the  Masters  of  Ceremonies,  Ronald  Calla- 
han (National  Chairman  of  IBC  Asset  Building 
Program),  President  Becker,  and  Tom  Murray 
(Student  Affairs  Board  President). 

Rev.  Stanley  Vessely  and  Rt.  Rev.  Hugh  Ander- 
son, O.S.B.,  Abbot  of  St.  Procopius  Abbey  followed 
these  speeches  with  a  prayer  service  giving  a  formal 
blessing  on  the  construction  site. 

After  the  service,  the  actual  ground  breaking 
took  place.  Dr.  Becker,  Mr.  Callahan,  and  Abbot 
Anderson  conned  special  white  hats  and  used 
chrome  shovels  to  do  the  honors.  Dirt  from  the 
construction  site  was  placed  in  a  shallow  box  and 
transported  to  the  pub  to  be  officially  broken.  A 
reception  catered  by  SAGA  followed.  The  high- 
light of  the  reception  was  allowed.  The  highlight  of 
the  reception  was  an  impressive  cake  replica  of  the 
Krasa  Center. 

With  the  start  of  the  Krasa  Center  construction, 
IBC  is  well  on  her  way  to  soaring  into  the  second 
century.

Apartheid 

Controversy 

At  IBC 


In  the  first  campusprotest  since  1963,  a  group  of 
students  expressed  their  opposition  to  the  controver- 
sial Morning  Call  speaker  Warren  D.  Johnson  and 
to  the  invitation  extended  to  Willie  Lotz,  Consul 
General  of  South  Africa. 

The  protest  took  place  in  front  of  the  ice  center 
and  involved  approximately  thirty  students  and 
members  of  the  organization  citizens  for  peace. 

Part  of  the  protest  was  the  construction  of  a 
shanty  in  the  spirit  of  Berkeley,  CA.  famous  anti- 
apartheid  protest. 

Several  students  opted  to  make  an  all  night  festiv- 
ity of  the  protest.  These  included  Joe  Timpe,  Liz 
Ostrowski,  and  Jean  Gabert,  who  weathered 
through  both  cold  and  Gloss  security  in  their  one- 
night  vigil.  Students  Dave  Sudzus  and  Aristotle 
Kornaros  kept  warm  and  busy  in  the  construction  of 
the  shanty  town. 

While  some  PAC  members  reacted  with  hostility 
towards  the  protesters,  most  seemed  to  express  plea- 
sure in  the  amount  of  interest  that  the  students  were 
expressing  and  their  courage  to  take  a  stand. 

Although  President  Becker  and  Warren  Johnson 
each  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  students  were 
not  allowing  the  speaker  a  proper  hearing,  senti- 
ments remained  the  same  after  Warren  Johnson  had 
completed  his  speech.  In  fact,  it  caused  even  greater 
ire  to  arouse  because  the  promised  question-answer 
session  never  really  took  place. 

The  protest  was  covered  by  local  newspaper  the 
Lisle  and  Naperville  Suns,  the  Johet  Catholic  Report- 
er, and  the  crew  of  WIBC.

Eagles  Rise 

To  National 

Prominence 


After  two  rebuilding  years,  Coach  Bill  Barz  and 
the  Fighting  Eagles  delivered  on  their  promise  of 
becoming  one  of  the  best  Division  III  teams  in  the 
nation  by  turning  in  an  impressive  9-1  record.  This 
9-1  record  was  not  only  a  school  record,  but  also 
earned  the  Eagles  a  place  in  the  top  25  teams  in  the 
nation. 

Although  the  offense  was  young  and  had  a  slow 
start,  they  came  together  in  the  last  seven  games  of 
the  year  and  averaged  more  than  40  points  per 
game.  The  key  to  the  success  of  the  offense  was  the 
young  offensive  line  lead  by  All-American  Chris 
Capps  and  Academic  All-American  Dave  Slinkman. 
The  line  lead  the  way  for  John  Karpowicz,  who 
passed  for  over  2,000  yards,  and  Travis  Geddis,  who 
rushed  for  over  1,000  yards.  Overall,  the  offense  was 
ranked  the  seventh  best  scoring  offense  in  the  na- 
tion. 

The  defense  also  turned  in  another  impressive 
year.  Lead  by  All-American  Rob  DeVita  and  tackle 
John  Brady,  the  Eagles  had  the  fifth  ranked  rushing 
defense  in  the  nation.  Mark  Wooten  and  Joe  Mar- 
ley  anchored  the  defensive  secondary,  which  set  the 
school  record  for  passing  defense.  Overall,  the  de- 
fense was  ranked  the  sixth  best  defense  in  the  nation. 

The  climax  of  the  season  came  in  the  ninth  game 
of  the  year  when  IBC  dominated  Aurora  University 
by  a  score  of  62-0,  only  one  point  away  from  the 
school  record.  When  asked  to  wrap  up  the  season. 
Coach  Barz  stated,  "The  key  to  our  success  this  year 
was  the  young  offensive  line,  which  dominated  the 
line  of  scrimmage  and  set  up  for  their  aggressive 
style  of  play."

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  an  IBC  athlete 
has  earned  the  top  volleyball  honor  in  the  nation. 
This  athlete  is  Anne  Westerkamp  and  the  honor  is 
the  Reebok  Player  of  the  Year.  Westerkamp  was  also 
named  a  first  team  Ail-American  for  the  second  year 
in  a  row.  Coach  Deb  DiMatteo  refers  to  Wester- 
kamp as  "our  best  and  most  reliable  athlete." 

The  5'o"  junior  topped  the  Eagles  in  numerous 
statistical  categories.  Offensively,  the  Montini  High 
School  graduate  pounded  361  kills  on  7^7  attempts 
for  an  astounding  376  kill  percentage.  Westerkamp 
also  led  the  way  with  160  solo  blocks.  76  block  assists 
and  236  blocking  points. 

With  Westerkamp  and  other  outstanding  ath- 
letes, the  Eagles  still  ended  the  season  with  a  "bad 
break."  They  lost  to  the  University  of  Wisconsin- 
LaCrosse  in  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA-Divi- 
sion III  Regional  playoffs  in  LaCrosse,  Wisconsin 
on  November  14,  1986.

Illinois  Benedictine  College  had  at  least  one 
swimmer  heading  towards  the  NCAA  Division  III 
national  meet  this  year.  Sophomore  Karl  Zuber 
broke  his  own  meet  record  in  the  iooo  yard  freestyle 
at  the  IBC  invitational  which  preceded  the  Division 
III  meet.  The  old  mark  fell  by  nearly  five  seconds  as 
Zuber  won  the  event  in  10:06.89,  beating  his  nearest 
competitor  by  just  over  four  seconds.  Had  Zuber 
continued  at  this  pace  the  650  additional  yards 
required  in  the  NCAA  would  have  easily  qualified 
him  for  national  competition.  He  also  finished  third 
in  the  200-yard  butterfly. 

Three  other  swimmers  had  their  best  times  dur- 
ing the  meet.  Sophomore  Gary  Purcell  stroked  his 
best  times  in  both  the  100  and  200  yard  freestyle, 
freshman  Joe  Connolly  achieved  a  personal  best  in 
the  200-yard  breaststroke  as  well  as  the  1000-yard 
freestyle,  and  freshman  Dave  Sojka  finished  fifth  in 
the  200-yard  breaststroke  with  a  personal  best  of 
2:2.57. 

IBC's  only  diver  is  Chris  Griffing.  Having  only 
one  diver,  IBC  must  rely  on  other  events  to  gather 
points.  However,  Griffing  placed  second  in  the 
three-meter  contest  and  third  in  one-meter  diving 
during  the  IBC  invitational.

If  the  1987  Eagle  baseball  season  could  be 
summed  up  in  two  words,  those  words  would  be 
"one  run."  The  Eagles  were  7-8  in  one-run  games  in 
1987,  and  that  performance  accounted  for  the  dif- 
ference between  the  Eagles  spending  their  late 
spring  at  home  and  spending  it  participating  in  the 
NCAA  regional  in  Marietta,  Ohio.  Yet  despite  this 
disappointment,  the  Eagle  record  of  22-18  can  most 
definitely  be  deemed  a  success.  The  Eagles  finished 
6-2  in  the  conference.  A  highlight  of  the  season  was 
breaking  Aurora  University's  seven  game  winning 
streak  against  IBC  with  a  score  of  1-0.  This  win  was 
achieved  by  way  of  Jeff  Kendall's  400  foot  seventh 
inning  homerun. 

For  this  group  of  seniors,  led  by  third  baseman 
John  Karpowicz,  All-Amencan  and  All-Conference 
shortstop  Scott  Plaehn,  and  team  MVP  Nacho 
Perez,  the  teams'  6-7  southern  trip  record  was  a 
personal  success.  The  six  victory  mark  bettered  the 
previous  team  high  of  two  which  was  set  in  each  of 
their  first  three  years  here  at  IBC.  The  Eagle  pitch- 
ing staff  was  led  by  Senior  Barry  Bauer  (yi)  and 
the  team's  Most  Valuable  Pitcher  Paul  Malatestinic, 
who  also  finished  with  a  record  of  5-1. 

The  1988  season  will  be  a  challenge  for  the  Ea- 
gles.

IBC's  Softball  team  finished  its  1987  season  with 
a  flourish  by  winning  15  of  its  last  19  games,  captur- 
ing the  championship  of  the  NIIC,  and  placing  five 
players  on  the  NCAA  All-Midwest  regional  team 
(Division  III).  Of  the  15  wins,  the  Eagles  swept  a 
pair  from  Aurora  University  to  end  Aurora's  season 
as  NIIC  titleholders  for  the  first  time  since  Coach 
Deb  DiMatteo  arrived  in  1981.  It  was  only  the 
second  time  that  Aurora  failed  to  win  the  NIIC. 

"At  the  start  of  the  season  I  didn't  expect  a  lot 
because  we  had  so  many  new  players,"  says  DiMat- 
teo. "Obviously  I'm  very  pleased.  It  (IBC's  success) 
was  largely  because  we  played  an  incredible  schedule 
and  it  paid  off.  Our  pitching  made  the  big  differ- 
ence." 

The  Eagles  finished  the  campaign  25-13  after 
being  10-9  at  one  point  in  the  season,  and  compiled  a 
7-1  conference  record.  IBC  played  10  nationally 
ranked  teams. 

The  Eagles  named  to  the  regional  all-star  team, 
and  who  thereby  became  All-American  nominees, 
were  first  baseman  Sharon  Mulcahy,  second  base- 
man Chris  Kavcar,  shortstop  Anne  Westerkamp, 
and  center  fielder  Sandy  Workman.  Pitcher  Kathy 
Peth  was  named  to  the  second  team.  The  same  were 
also  chosen  to  the  NIIC  all-conference  team. 

IBC  loses  only  two  players  to  graduation,  Kris 
Del  Rose  and  outfielder  Bonny  Johnson,  so  DiMat- 
teo is  already  looking  forward  to  next  year.
